Agriculture Makes a Net Gain of 
15,553 Men.} 


Ottawa, — Up to the present 273,- 
444 members of the Canadian army 
have completed the demobilization 
questionnaires which were issued by 
the Department of Soldiers Civil Re- 
establishment. Of this number 87,771 
expressed their wish to “engage in 
stock-raising or agriculture, Of these, 
20,269 are leaving other occupations 
to take up agriculture. As 4,716 men 
recently engaged in farming, have ex- 
pressed the desire to take up other 
lines of activity, agriculture makes a 
net gain of 15,553 men. Accessions 
to professional and general occupa- 
tions number 20,409, there being, on 
the other hand, 12,708 mefi who de- 
sire to leave these occupations. It 
is interesting to note that one out of 
every five soldiers is anxious to 
change his method of earning his 
living on getting out of khaki.
